TRAUMA OR SIN? 


How much truth is there in the be- 
lief that a powerful emotional problem 
can lead to actual physical illness? 
Such psychosomatic illness is much 
less common than is supposed, accord- 
ing to a recent report by four psy- 
chiatrists at Washington University 
School of Medicine. 

The researchers pointed out that the 
great flaw in reports that link physical 
and mental illness lies in the fact that 
the sick person is studied after he be- 
comes ill. In such cases, the sick person 
may remember a life stress being far 
more emotionally damaging than it 
actually was. 

To avoid the possibility of error, 
the psychiatrists studied 106 healthy 
women who were hospitalized only for 
childbirth. These women were found 
to have suffered a great number of per- 
sonal misfortunes—and yet all were 
healthy. The report serves as a re- 
minder that it may not be sound to 
try to blame every sickness on mental 
trouble. 

In fact, if we make a close study 
of all that the Bible has to say about 
sickness and sorrow and trouble, we 
discover that such things frequently 
have been a source of great strength to 
those who were what the world would 
call the victims. Surely Job would be 
written quite differently if Freud had 
been handling the pen. He had enough 
emotional traumas to have given psy- 
chosomatic symptoms to a dozen men, 
and yet he grew stronger spiritually as 
the blows fell upon him. There was no 
thought of probing into his subcon- 
scious to find out the effect upon him 
of the disasters that killed his chil- 
dren and destroyed his property. Job 
simply wrapped his roots around the 
rock and cried out, “The Lord gave, 
the Lord has taken away; blessed be 
the name of the Lord” (Job 1:21). 
And when the blows continued to rain 
upon him, he cried, “Though He slay 
me, yet will I trust Him” (Job 13:15). 

Perhaps the truth lies in the fact 
that nothing can hurt a true believer, 
one who is insulated from the effects 
of certain shocks by a simple, yet sub- 
lime faith that the Lord knows what 
He is doing, and has never made a mis- 
take. If it be pointed out that there are 
many professing Christians who seem- 
ingly do not profit by their faith, 
we are forced to conclude that they 
are not possessing Christians. God has 
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flatly stated that the man whose 
strength is in Him, as he passes 
through the valley of weeping makes it 
a place of springs (Ps. 84:5, 6). Such 
a man does not go from strength to 
emotional crack up. He goes from 
strength to strength (v. 7). If we are 
not willing to rest on this summing up 
of our spiritual position in Christ we 
are forced to believe that God simply 
had not heard about psychiatry, and 
that is why He made such errors! “O 
lord of hosts! blessed is the man who 
trusts in Thee” (v. 12).

DRUDGERY? 


In a recent article on labor condj- 
tions the Saturday Review pointed out 
that many men hate their work and 
would do anything possible to get away 
from it. 

Some weeks later in the letters col- 
umn a correspondent wrote of having 
done unskilled factory work during his 
college vacations. He writes: “A man 
who hates his work is much more 
ready to strike than one who enjoys it. 
As for the issue of work rules, or 
featherbedding, the more one hates 
one’s work, the more featherbedding 
one wants . . . I well remember my at- 
tempts to stretch a ten-minute rest pe- 
riod to something closer to an hour. 
Alas, my foreman jumped on me and 
I had to settle for little more than fif- 
teen minutes! I counted it a crime if I 
could not read at least one paperback 
book during the course of a work week. 
Indeed, the paperback industry may 
well have an economic stake in the 
kind of work rules that permit the 
bored worker to find a few minutes of 
leisure to read in the washroom, safe 
from the prying eye of his supervisor.”

i prayer, addressed God in sepulchral tones and endeavored to

to mM ee eee occasion. I could not help but think, “Has that man ever 
aay 29 heard of the resurrection?” This incident led me to use 

the following illustration in my message. 


Here is a young fellow calling on the girl he loves very much. 
He says, “Darling, just think! In three days we’re going to be married! 
Then I won't have to leave you any more!” 


She says, “Well, you must leave me now because I must work 
on my wedding dress.” Then she gently pushes him out the door; 
and oh, he is sad at leaving her! 


Twenty-five years pass. They are at home in their living 

room, and the husband says, “Darling, do you remember our state 
of mind 25 years ago tonight, three days before our weddjng? 
Remember how I hated to leave you, and you had to push me 

out the door? Now let’s see if we can get ourselves 

into that frame of mind tonight.” 

But the wife says, “Don’t start talking about walking out 

on me! You're staying right here!” 


People never celebrate the anniversary of three days before their 
wedding; they celebrate the anniversary of their wedding, that 

day of great joy. Likewise, we do not commemorate 

the sorrow of what is called Good Friday; we do not recall the sorrow 
of the crucifixion; we rejoice in remembering the day of His 
resurrection! Because Christ rose and lives for evermore, 

we too shall live, and we rejoice in that. triumphant truth. 


I do not minimize the tragedy of the death of 
Christ, but how can it compare with the 
triumph of His resurrection? 
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We shall know only sorrowing defeat unless we see 
the death of Jesus Christ through the open tomb, for 
our sin nailed Jesus to that cross. If we see Him 
merely dying, then there is nothing for us. But Christ 
rose from the grave, and His resurrection assures us 
that He has overcome death. 

After the Waterloo campaign of June, 1815, all 
England was awaiting news of the campaign in which 
the Duke of Wellington opposed Napoleon Bonaparte. 
Since it was long before the days of telegraph, watchers 
were stationed along the coast to catch semaphore 
signals from sailing vessels. Atop the Cathedral in 
Winchester, a watcher spied a sailing vessel beginning 
to wig-wag a message. The words were, “Wellington 
defeated.” The fog closed in, these words were relayed 
across England and all the nation was plunged in 
gloom. Then the fog cleared, and the message came 
through, “Wellington defeated the enemy.” Then sor- 
row was banished and all England rejoiced. 


JESUS DEFEATED 


This story admirably illustrates what was the state 
of mind of people when Christ died. Jesus had claimed 
to be God. He had said, “The Son of man came to 
seek and to save that which was lost. I came not to be 
ministered unto but to minister, and to give my life 
a ransom for many.” Then, He was crucified. It was 
a terrible day. The sun was blotted from sight, darkness 
covered the face of the earth, and there was an earth- 
quake. The events caused even the Roman centurion to 
exclaim, “Truly this was the Son of God!” Then, Christ 
died and His body was buried in Joseph’s tomb. The 
Pharisees smacked their lips and dusted their hands as if 
to say, “Well, that’s that! We have gotten rid of this man 
who caused us so much trouble.” Jesus defeated! Jesus 
defeated! Jesus defeated! 

Then came the resurrection! The news was, “Jesus 
defeated the enemy!” He had vanquished death and 
all its power. And so today we can sing: 


My sin—oh, the bliss of this glorious thought— 
My sin—not in part but the whole— 

Is nailed to the cross and I bear it no more, 
Praise the Lord, praise the Lord, O my soul! 


Thus the resurrection of Jesus Christ gives us the 
cross in triumph, for there our sin was dealt with; 
there our sin was paid for; there our enemy was de- 
feated; there death and all its powers were vanquished 
and we have life in Christ. And so the Apostle Paul 
writes, “Christ was delivered for our offences, and 
was raised again for our justification. Therefore being 
justified by faith we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ” (Rom. 4:25—5:1). If you still 


harbor the fear of death, remember that the tomb is 
open. By rising from the dead, Christ robbed death of 
its sting, and so we can exult with the Apostle: “O 
death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory? 
The sting of death is sin; and the strength of sin is the 
law. But thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ!” (I Cor. 15:55-57), 

Years ago, a missionary in Turkey was having great 
difficulty making the Mohammedans understand why 
they should trust in Jesus Christ. One day he was 
traveling with some Moslems along an unmarked road 
when they came to a fork. At this point there was the 
tomb of a Mohammedan “holy man” as is seen fre- 
quently in Islamic countries. While they were trying 
to decide which fork to take, the missionary said, 
“Let’s go to that tomb and ask the dead man.” 

They all protested, “The dead man can give us no 
inforniation! See that little house over there? Let’s go 
there and ask a living man.” 

“You are quite right,” said the missionary. “Never 
forget that Mohammed is dead; he can give you no 
help or information; in him is no life. But Jesus Christ 
is alive, and He will give you eternal life if you will 
trust in Him as your Savior!” 


GO TO THE LIVING 


Likewise, we do not approach a tomb that has the 
body of a dead man in it, as those who go to Mecca to 
visit the tomb of Mohammed. The tomb of our Lord 
has been emptied, and our Savior is in Heaven inter- 
ceding for us. This makes it possible for you and 
me to approach our risen Lord, for we read: “Seeing 
then that we have a great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us hold 
fast our profession. For we have not an high priest 
which cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirmi- 
ties; but was in all points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin. Let us therefore come boldly unto the 
throne of grace, that we may obtain mercy, and find 
grace to help in time of need” (Heb. 4:14-16). 

Furthermore, because Christ has risen, we have the 
high privilege of walking with Him in newness of life, 
for by His Spirit we are identified with Him, having 
been made partakers of His divine nature. This enables 
us to walk as the sons of God among the sons of men. 
Through the cross, our sins are forgiven; by the open 
tomb the risen Lord imparts to us His eternal life. 
Thus Paul writes: “Know you not that so many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into 
his death? Therefore we are buried with him by bap- 
tism into death: that like as Christ was raised up from 
the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life” (Rom. 6:3, 4). 

This new life in Christ is not a mere dream, but is 
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yery practical. God has given us His Holy Spirit in 
order that we may live daily the life of our risen Lord, 
as taught in His Word. Many believers do not appreci- 
ate this high privilege for two reasons: first, they do 
not study the Word of God to see the marks of His 
risen life; second, they are not willing to allow the Holy 
Spirit to work that life out through them because they 
prefer to serve their own sinful interests. This is why 
Paul writes, “To be carnally minded is death; but to be 
spiritually minded is life and peace. . . . For if you 
live after the flesh, you shall die; but if you through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, you shall 
live. For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God. For you have not received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. The 
Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, that we 
are the children of God” (Rom. 8:6, 13-16). 

When the cross is truly seen through the open tomb, 
we can be sure of victory in our risen Savior, amid the 
problems of daily life. God can tame our tongues; He 
can give us a word of grace instead of words of criti- 
cism. God can make us longsuffering instead of our 
being short-tempered. In all these things we can be 
more than conquerors through Him who loved us. 
Or do we prefer defeat? Do we prefer to indulge our 
old natures instead of letting the new nature prevail? 
Paul sums it up in that verse so well known but so 
little practiced: “I am crucified with Christ: neverthe- 
less I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and the 
life which I now live in the flesh I live by the faith of 
the Son of God, who loved me, and gave himself for 
me” (Gal. 2:20). 

God wants us to live daily the life of our risen Lord 
because we are to be His ambassadors, presenting 
Christ to the lost. Just as a firm cannot sell a product 
which it does not produce, so we cannot demonstrate 
to the world a life that we do not live. But filled with 
the power of Christ’s resurrection life, and motivated 
by the love of God we shall be true epistles of Christ, 
known and read by all men. As God’s ambassadors, 
then, “The love of Christ constrains us; because we 
thus judge, that if one died for all, then were all dead: 
and that he died for all, that they which live should not 
henceforth live unto themselves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again” (II Cor. 5:14, 15). 

Perhaps you ask, “Can I really trust the risen Lord 
to direct my daily life?” A college girl once said to me, 
“I have never trusted anyone in my life. How can I 
trust the Lord Jesus with all the problems of my daily 
life?” 

Since it was Easter vacation, I asked her how she 
was going to get back to college. She said “I am going 
to fly.” 

“Do you have your ticket?” I asked. 
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“No,” she said, “I have to find out what time I can 
get a plane.” 

“How are you going to do that?” I inquired. 

“Well,” she replied, “I am going to telephone the 
airline and find out what time the plane leaves and 
reserve a seat on that plane. Then I shall take a taxi 
out to the airport and board the plane.” 

I said, “Do you know the reservation clerk at the 
airline?” 

She replied, “No, I don’t.” 

I asked, “Are you going to taxi to the airport, trust- 
ing the information of this unknown ¢lerk?” 

“Yes, I am.” 

“Do you know the pilot of this plane?” 

“No, I don’t.” 

Then I said to her, “You trust the word of an un- 
known clerk at the airline office, and put your life 
into the hands of a pilot whom you do not know and 
probably will not even see. But you will know what 
real trust is when you take the word of the Lord 


" Jesus Christ who died for you and rose again, and 


allow Him to pilot your life by His resurrection power.” 

Not only is the cross through the tomb our greatest 
triumph because of sin forgiven and ourselves redeemed 
forever; not only do we have confidence and trust for 
daily life because of our risen Lord at the right hand of 
God; but the cross through the tomb guarantees our 
future hope.

There is nothing that saps the vitality from a happy Christian life like guilt. Sometimes 
we may have good reason for feeling guilty, but just as often—and maybe even more 
often—false guilt is robbing us of a radiant, positive witness for the Lord Jesus Christ. 


RANK M—suffers from an unbearable uneasiness. 
In discussing his problem with his pastor, he pin- 
points the feeling as one of intense guilt. 

But what is he guilty about? He attends church regu- 
larly; he observes family prayers in his homé; he con- 
fesses his sinful condition with almost monotonous reg- 
ularity. What is there to feel guilty about? 

When Frank M—finally tries to put it in words, he 
confesses that he is not a good provider. “The Bible 
says we must be industrious, work, work, work, and 
anyone who can’t provide for his family is worse than 
an infidel . . . or something like that,” Frank tells his 


pastor. “Maybe the Lord isn’t happy with me, because 
I don’t work harder and take better care of my family.” 

After several counseling sessions with his pastor, 
Frank M—has revealed much about himself: 

He works 60 hours a week selling eggs. He delivers 
personally and owns his own business. He is actually 
losing money but is unable to drop the business be- 
cause a dictatorial father demanded before he died that 
the business thrive and the good name be preserved. 

Mother now lives in the home with his family and 
she continues the father’s demands. Much of Frank’s 
earnings goes to his mother who has taught him that his 
first obligation is to his parent, not his wife.

WHAT TO DOA 


It is extremely painful for Frank M—to face the fact 
that he feels guilty because of hostility to his mother. 
He would really like to move out of the home, but can- 
not get himself to do this. He palliates this guilt by 
continually driving himself at work. 

Frank’s uneasiness is called “false guilt.” It is “false 
guilt” because Frank feels guilty but doesn’t know why. 
Of course, there is a “legitimate guilt” too. In legitimate 
guilt a person knows where he has sinned, how it came 
about and the consequences that must be faced. 

But Frank’s guilt-#and the guilt of countless other 
Christian men and women in good evangelical churches 
across our land—is a “false guilt.” 

Frank’s mother intensifies his feeling by quoting the 
commandment to honor father and mother. And when 
Frank confesses every sin he can think of and the un- 
easiness still persists, he is utterly frustrated. 

Suppose Frank should meet with an accident now. 
He would probably feel that the Lord was punishing 
for his secret sins. What is lacking, he would ask. A 
fresh baptism of the Holy Spirit? A new alertness for 
the wiles of Satan? A renewed dedication? Or had he 
even committed the unpardonable sin for which there is 
no forgiveness and, therefore, no resulting peace? 

Many evangelicals are afraid of psychology because 
they think it usurps the place of Christ by “forgiving.” 
Actually, however, psychology may simply aid us in 
discovering where the true sin can be found. And unless 
we get to the roots of false guilt, we are groping, con- 
fessing, rededicating, questioning and praying in the 
dark. 

Guilt, like anxiety, is inherent in human nature. And 
also like anxiety it can be perverted. Everyone has 
basic demands imposed upon him from childhood and 
these become like chains on the mind. Bunched to- 
gether they have been called the super-ego. These de- 
mands can be hidden so deeply in the mind that when 
contravened a feeling of guilt ensues without an ap- 
parent reason. Sometimes these demands are contra- 
dictory. 
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O ABOUT GUILT By ROBERT JAMES ST. CLAIR 
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One poor soul was killing himself with guilt. He had 
been taught that he must be giving, kind, and totally 
unselfish, but he had to emulate his father by forging 
ahead in a ruthlessly competitive business. 

False guilt is quite evident in the area of sex. Many 
Christian parents reject their sexual role to one degree 
or another and channel this attitude to children with 
the teaching that sex is a terrible pitfall to God’s people 
and complete holiness must regard sex with suspicion. 
Well, didn’t Paul say that it were better for the Lord’s 
people if they stayed unmarried? Only the Lord Him- 
self knows how many Scriptures have been wrested out 
of context to foster a burden of false guilt. 

As we observe the undercurrent of guilt within the 
unsaved individual do we appreciate that anything less 
than regeneration by God’s Spirit is hopelessly inade- 
quate to meet the need for that peace of mind based 
on healthy integration of drives within the total per- 
sonality. 

The tangle of interrelated guilt factors comes about 
through failure to meet the demands of cultural mores, 
the divine vestiges of conscience, the knowledge of God 
in nature and the introjected parental demands in- 
scribed on the super-ego. Often one layer of guilt pro- 
duces drives which result in actions or thoughts leading 
to another layer of guilt. The total reaction may accu- 
mulate as nothing more apparent than a discourage- 
ment with living in general. 

Isaiah 53:6 states the manner in which the average 
person discovers himself in a guilt-producing situation. 
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The sheep nibbles at the nearest blade of grass, then 
goes aimlessly to the next until he looks up and bleats 
in panic at being lost. People nibble at little entice- 
ments near at hand, one after the other, blind to direc- 
tion, until they wake up and look around at wastelands 
of defeat, lost years and a sense of disgrace. 

Guilt in persons who have not been taught the will 
and commandments of God can be perverted into a 
vagueness that can no more be tied down and exam- 
ined than smoke in a lusty wind. 

False guilt in both Christians and unregenerate per- 
sonalities is vague and concealed for the very reason 
that we do not desire to face the obnoxious drive or act 
which made us feel guilty. We tend to gather these 
feelings behind a false target we can bombard with vio- 
lent righteousness. 

Some persons avoid stepping on the cracks in the 
sidewalk with religious diligence. Others examine. the 
windows, door and gas stove two or three times before 
retiring at night. Others wash their hands religiously 
every hour. Still others apply themselves to the fine 
points of external religion with a fanatical precision 
and faithfulness that would shame the Pharisees. A 
hopeless vicious cycle does not help matters, for when 
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the vague uneasiness and despair continue the poor 
soul can only assume he isn’t applying himself to his 
obsessive-compulsive rituals with sufficient diligence. 
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False guilt plagues both Christians and non- 
Christians in the area of the neurosis, as well. Both 
groups are subject to unconscious defenses of person- 
ality. The defense of assuming we must always have 
superior knowledge in matters of theology, morals, or 
the like—for example—will always lead into a jungle 
of guilt if the victim permits himself to be humiliated 
by a person with superior knowledge or intellect. The 
neurotic feels guilty whenever someone has pierced his 
defenses. 

In both the case of false guilt, and the case of legiti- 
mate guilt, something must be done to get rid of the 
feelings of torment. 


BOBS UP LIKE A CORK 


There is, first of all, the possibility of just ignoring it. 
The risk here is that then guilt bobs up like a cork on 
turbulent waters, only in the guise of headaches, muscu- 
lar pains, ulcers, a desire for alcohol, hypertension, or 
the fear of something irrelevant to which the disguised 
guilt is attached, like agoraphobia (fear of open 
spaces), or aichmophobia (fear of pointed objects), or 
acrophobia (fear of high places and ledges). 

Or, why not simply disguise even the uneasiness? 
One can always call it a humanitarian instinct. Many 
“good works” can be dished up to heaven as a peace 
offering, like cold leftovers served to barking dogs. 

Or he can always isolate himself in a cautious rou- 
tine, commonly known as a social rut. Wake up, get 
washed, go to work, come home, watch television, go to 
bed, get up, get washed, go to work, come home, watch 
television, watch the late show, get up tired, go to work, 
on and on, slip into hell, nothing . . . nothing . . . noth- 
ing... 

When such a soul is invited to the Lord he protests 
that he is a Christian because of all the things which he 
doesn’t do. Fortunately for him, most of the ten com- 
mandments are negative, and so on the face of it he ap- 
pears to be keeping the commandments about as well 
as anyone in church. He may be glad for the invita- 
tion, because he never realized before just how right- 
eous he really was. Here is goodness in a vacuum, 
based on all the things which he doesn’t do. 

If you doubt your righteousness, think for a moment 
of all the crimes and sins which you have never com- 
mitted. You will be impressed with yourself. Possibly 
on the day of judgment more persons than we realize 
will hear from the infinite God the words: “That’s just 
it, you never did anything.” Both untouched anxiety 
and guilt, often quite related, waste life in time and con- 
demn it in eternity. 

These, however, are not the most common means of 
meeting guilt head on. Guilt carries with it the fear that 
someone will be punished. This is the “law of talion.” 


Most persons indulge in a little homemade atonement, 
The flagellantes in the Philippine Islands and South 
America beat themselves to a pulp, but are no worse 
than the daughter of overly strict parents who marries a 
vicious and irresponsible alcoholic for a life of certain 
unhappiness. Or not much worse than the slave to busi- 
ness wito labors 12 hours a day in ostensible support 
of wife and children. Or no worse than the mother who 
makes a slave of herself to her children and spoils 
them because underneath the deeds are layers of guilty 
rejection of children in general and her husband in 
particular. 

Sometimes we know why we are guilty, as the scien- 
tists who petitioned President Truman to permit them to 
be strapped to the first atom bomb to be dropped on 
Japan. At other times we do not know why we are 
guilty, and finally are not even conscious of guilt at all. 
There is the terrible thing about it. 


NOT GUILT, BUT SIN 


The world is filled with people who are feeling sorry 
for what they should not be guilty over, while they ex- 
perience little guilt for those acts and thoughts for 
which they should feel remorse. Unless we understand 
not only how guilt oferates but what God does with it 
we shall be like the irate psychiatrist who wrote to 
Time magazine condemning the work of Billy Graham 
in adding to the torment of an over-tormented populace 
when he faced a congregation of thousands and 
shouted: “You are guilty! You are guilty! You are 
guilty!” 

Where guilt is mentioned in the Bible it refers to the 
sinner’s position before the law which has trapped or 
ensnared him. No wonder, then, that the Word every- 
where speaks not of guilt, but of sin. Sin is not a sub- 
jective experience with roots in a blurred, unintelligible 
past. Sin is a “missing of the mark.” Sin is a measure- 
ment of a life by God against the background of what 
that life would have been if it grew intemerate in per- 
fect holiness, or might have been if it had fully appro- 
priated the power of the Holy Spirit in the perfect will 
of God. “Whatever is not of faith is sin,” because God 
is sovereign and whatever is not within the realm of His 
sovereign holiness is damaging, disordered, and 
doomed. 

The Word makes it clear that we must begin with 
conversion through a work of the Holy Spirit. Any- 
thing else is folly. In this turning, two events are cen- 
tral: (1) a soul is justified. This is a juridical term 
meaning his whole standing before God becomes a 
righteous one, and he is regarded as one who had not 
committed the sins for which he originally had to be 
justified (2) there is a metaphysical change. The soul

Why TV Is Going Downhill 


OBODY seems too happy with the state of TV these days. With quiz scandals, 
N the saturation of evening TV by the Westerns, and the growing emphasis on 
violence and sex, TV is apparently going downhill rather rapidly. And the trouble 
is, it wasn’t on a very lofty plane to start with. 

Few Christians can speak authoritatively on this subject; Dr. S. Franklin Mack is 
an exception. As executive director of the Broadcasting and Film Commission of the 
National Council of Churches since 1952, Dr. Mack has kept abreast of the ebb and 
flow of TV programming. A graduate of Biblical Seminary of New York, which he 
now serves as chairman of its board, he is a Presbyterian minister with a keen mis- 
sionary interest and a deep concern to reach the unchurched with the gospel. 

Consequently, what he has to say can speak directly to ETERNITY readers. 

Question: Dr. Mack, why have so many Christians become alarmed at the dis- 
gusting quality of TV and movies in the past year or two? 

Dr. Mack: I suppose that it’s because there is an innate volcanic tendency in 
our human nature. Normally we become engrossed in making a living and aren’t too 
concerned with what’s going on around us. But when a situation deteriorates to the 
point of becoming intolerable—

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Question: We jump into action? 
Dr. Mack: Exactly. If a situation 
requires 
we’re prepared to show, we erupt in 
a demand that something be done. 
Riots, strikes, revolutions and some 
elections are merely volcanic expres- 
sions of the people’s unwillingness to 
tolerate a situation any longer. 

Question: Isn’t it time for a vol- 
canic eruption regarding the quality 
of TV and movies then? 

Dr. Mack: That’s just where the 
volcanic parallel breaks down. We 
are afraid of the effect that such an 
explosion will have upon ourselves. 

Question: And so we cheer from 
the sidelines, but are unwilling to get 
mixed up with the problem person- 
ally. 

Dr. Mack: Yes, that’s right. We 
applaud those who speak out; we say. 
to each other, “It’s about time.” We 
may even write letters. But for the 
long haul of doing something con- 
structive, only a handful of us ever 
enlist. 

Question: But something will have 
to be done eventually, won’t it? 

Dr. Mack: Yes, but the habit of 
leaving it to those already in charge 
or those who can’t escape direct in- 
volvement to “run the show” or 
“clean up the mess” is pretty well 
established. 

Question: So the question boils 
down to this: “How much am I will- 
ing to become involved?” 

Dr. Mack: Yes, and it’s a sober- 
ing question. 

Question: But can’t the churches 
do something? 

Dr. Mack: Our churches are made 
up of people. These people have a 
deep and sincere loyalty to Christ 
and the Church, but their taste in en- 
tertainment, their moral judgments 
and ethical behavior has seldom been 
put under the governance of Christ’s 
spirit and teaching. 

Question: Exactly what do you 
mean? 

Dr. Mack: I mean that we are 
more at home in our culture than we 





more forebearance than 


are in a prayer meeting. Consequently, 

when something like an “overempha- 
sis on sex and violence” or “the rigging 
of TV quiz shows” becomes a public 
issue, there is something within us 
that responds, but something else 
deep inside that disturbingly asks, 
“Would I behave any differently?” 

Question: In other words, movies 
and TV reflect the taste of the Amer- 
ican people. 

Dr. Mack: That’s an oversimpli- 
fication. It isn’t really true, as one 
movie executive said, “If the public 
doesn’t like what we offer, they'll let 
us know fast enough.” You see, the 
public is seldom given an opportunity 
to choose between “the best” and its 
opposite. 

Question: But we do have some 
kind of a choice—to see or not to see 
what is currently being offered. 

Dr. Mack: But even here the 
churches and Christian parents have 
done all too little to develop the habit 
of choosing thoughtfully and of view- 
ing with critical discrimination what 
there is to be seen. The inevitable 
consequence is that “anything goes.” 
And even more unfortunately, we 
may not register our much-needed 
support for those producers who from 
time to time try to give us “the best.” 

Question: But aren’t the industries 
primarily to blame? 

Dr. Mack: Of course they are not 
guiltless. And as long as dollar profits 
are allowed to outweigh all other con- 
siderations, a heavy burden of re- 
sponsibility rests. upon those at all 
levels who make decisions and carry 
them out. Both the church and the 
entertainment industry must examine 
themselves—to see not only what is 
being done that ought not be done, 
but also what we are not doing that 
should be done. 

Question: Wouldn’t one of the an- 
swers be to have more religious pro- 
grams on TV? 

Dr. Mack: Yes. Certainly there 
ought to be more and better public 
service programs, including church- 
supported programs, and at better 





viewing times. There is plenty of room 
for this, as any local Council of 
Churches will testify. 

Question: Does TV discriminate 
against religion? 

Dr. Mack: With certain rare ex- 
ceptions, religion seldom gets all-out 
station cooperation to make it the 
best possible programming for the 
good of the community. And there is 
too low a premium placed on live 
local public service programming out- 
side the news and special events 
categories, programming with an up- 
beat, designed to give people a lift 
and not just “kicks.” 

Question: What would you sug- 
gest? 

Dr. Mack: I’d suggest not only the 
abatement of publicized excesses but 
also the appearance of more pro- 
gramming on the order ‘of the recent 
CBS “Population Explosion,” the 
NBC Art Carney show “Our Town,” 
and*ABC’s program on the presenta- 
tion of the Criss Award to Dr. 
Thomas A. Dooley. There are in the 
industry men and women of integrity 
and great concern. They are ready 
and waiting to be enlisted in a new 
and positive effort to make these 
media and our use of them amount to 
something more than, to quote David 
Barry, “The harnessing of atomic en- 
ergy to run a chain of amusement 
parks.” 

Question: Is there anything indi- 
vidual Christians can do? 

Dr. Mack: Yes, indeed there is. The 
place to start is in the home, by help- 
ing children develop habits of dis- 
criminative viewing. Teach them to 
distinguish between the true and the 
half-true, the real and the false. 
In the local congregation stimulate 
thoughtful appraisal of mass media 
offerings. From time to time discuss 
—in a sermon, an adult class or 
youth group—some motion picture 
(e.g. Stanley Kramer’s “On the 
Beach”) or TV program (e.g. “Gun- 
smoke” or other “non-religious” pro- 
gram) to see what its religious signifi- 
cance is.

Have you ever visited a mission station? Here’s 
your chance, as the editor-in-chief gives you a 
guided tour through the Wycliffe jungle base in Peru. 


ARINACOCHA! Those far-away places, with strange 
7 neaine names! Surely Yarinacocha is one of them. 
Yar-een-ah-coach-ah, with the accent on coach. 

In a long life of traveling I have visited more than 1,000 
mission stations in all parts of the world. The most beautiful 
mission station is probably Dohnavur, at the tip of South 
India. One of the most exciting and significant mission sta- 
tions in the world is Yarinacocha, Peru. This station is the 
nerve center of one of the greatest missionary complexes in 
the world. It is the advance base for the support of far-flung 
batallions of attack. 

We had come to it by various steps. A jet liner had flown 
us to South America. A less modern four-engined airplane 
had flown us to Lima, the capital of Peru. A much smaller 
two-engined airplane had flown us over the Andes. The 
cabin was not pressurized and we sucked oxygen all the way 
over the giant peaks that stabbed the sky half as high again 
as anything in the United States. We landed on the eastern 
side of the Andes, second-highest range in the world, at a lit- 
tle settlement named Pucallpa. Seen from the air, it was a 
criss-cross of reddish brown streets between primitive build- 
ings in the midst of the jungle. We bumped down on a dirt 
runway and drew up to a shack that served as airport. There 
missionary friends of the Wycliffe translators met us. Their 
airplanes are small, single-motored planes that hop you up 
from Pucallpa, fly you over the great river that flows north 
and east to join with another river to form the Amazon. 

The river is a whip lash that changes its course from rainy 
season to rainy season, forming new curves and leaving some 
former curves barred at each end to make a fresh-water lake. 
On one of these lakes Yarinacocha is situated. The first time 
a pontoon plane tried to land on this lake the pilot was 
forced to zoom up again because the lake was filled with hun- 
dreds and hundreds of alligators. As time went on, a road 
was hacked through the jungle from Pucallpa and alligator 
hunters cleared out the lake. The alligators are now in shoes 
and purses in fashionable streets of the world.

The Peruvian government understood well the possi- 
bilities of development of their vast Indian country by 
missionaries. It made a treaty with the Wycliffe trans- 
lators under their official title Summer Institute of Lin- 
guistics. The edict, signed by the President of Peru and 
officially promulgated, was a convention between the 
Department of Education, the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Works, the Department of Public Health 
and Social Aid and the Department of Aviation. A 
large tract of land was given to the Institute, situated 
on the Yarina Lake. Here was founded the base from 
which missionary work, now in 28 Indian tribes, is 
carried on. 

Other Protestant missions, unfortunately, have criti- 
cized Wycliffe for its association with the government. 
Investigating these criticisms, I found them baseless. In 
my possession are scores of excerpts from the Peruvian 
press, excerpts from speeches made in the national legis- 
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lar with appreciative Peruvian Indians. 
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lature, and other quotations, clearly showing that the 
Wycliffe work is everywhere officially and publicly rec- 
ognized as a Protestant mission work. 

For once at least, the children of light have been wise 
as serpents and harmless as doves. Wycliffe came to 
Peru not as a new denomination, but as a group of lin- 
guists, from a dozen Protestant backgrounds, firmly 
committed to the task of translating the Bible into the 
scores of Indian languages in that vast portion of Peru 
that lies over the Andes in the Amazon valley. 

Of course the government officials do not cooperate 
because of any interest in the salvation of the Indians. 
But they know their land contains vast areas of jungle 
with savage peoples who would kill anyone who ap- 
proached for mere exploitation. The willingness of 
young and devoted people to go into these areas, at the 
risk of life, cannot be bought. Only those motivated by 
Christ would pay the price. Government officials have 
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seen the jungles before and after the entrance of the 
Wycliffe people. They have seen the remarkable trans- 
formation in hundreds of individuals. They see the 
civilizing power of the gospel as well as its transforming 
power. They recognize that the work of the translators 
is going to add whole areas to civilized government, 
that there will be forestry and fisheries and civilized 
peoples who will add to the riches of the country, and 
they are wise in making their treaties with Wycliffe for 
this end. This has been the attitude of the eight coun- 
tries which now have established official conventions 
with the Summer Institute of Linguistics. 

In my opinion denominations should add the Wy- 
cliffe Translators to the list of causes to which benevo- 
lent monies should be officially channeied. Just as the 
American Bible Society is recognized as the organiza- 
tion for printing and spreading the Bible, so they should 
recognize the WT-SIL (Wycliffe Translators-Summer 
Institute of Linguistics) as the independent organiza- 
tion for the translation and preparation of the biblical 
manuscripts for printing. 

Recently, I have learned that Wycliffe has found it 
necessary to resign from the Interdenominational For- 
eign Missions Association. In this matter, I am on the 
side of Wycliffe.

Let us get out of our little plane and start walking 
through the Yarinacocha base. First, we note three 
pontoon planes tied up to the shore. Then we see two or 
three single motor planes, and two large planes, one of 
them suitable for flying the President of the Republic 
and high officials of government on inspection tours 
through the Indian country. Some have criticized the 
expense of having such a plane. But Wycliffe’s treaty 
with the government allows them to import everything 
into the country free of duty. Another mission would 
pay about a thousand dollars in customs duties for a 
single station wagon and much more for a plane. Un- 
der the government agreement Wycliffe brings in every- 
thing without duty, a saving of many tens of thousands 
of dollars each year. It is their Christian duty to be on 
very good relations with the government. 

Coming off the air strip, the visitor passes by the 
machine shops. Here are missionary mechanics, mis- 
sionary radio repair men, missionary maintenance men 
of all sorts. They are not only keeping the whole puls- 
ing complex of the translation work going, they are also 
training Peruvians—both Spanish and Indian—in all 
the crafts of modern civilization. These faithful workers 
keep the pilots in the air and the tremendous radio net- 
work going. They make possible the contacts with the

Indians that make possible the translation of the Bible. 

The home in which we stayed was one of the first 
homes built here, the home of the director, W. Cameron 
Townsend. He is a man with vision, an idea man who 
can spark enough thoughts to keep hundreds of people 
busy. Yarinacocha is in every way a monument to his 
vision and industry. He was in the States, but we enjoyed 
the comforts of his home for the days we were in Yar- 
inacocha. 

Comforts, did I say? The houses are rustic—no 
heating is necessary for the base is not many hundreds 
of miles south of the equator and the climate through- 
out the year ranges between warm and hot. The flowers 
are everything that one would expect to find from 
Miami south, and the whole base is carved out of the 
jungle, and is beautiful. But the houses are distinctly on 
the lines of summer cabins, and these missionaries un- 
derstand Abraham who had no continuing city, but who 
looked for a city with foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God. 

We walked down to the radio tower. This is not a 
broadcasting tower in the sense of putting out pro- 
grams. This is communications, and it is the life of the 
families who are living in rough huts out in the jungle 
on the edge of some river. Over the Andes is the mod- 
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ern city of Lima, and the mission headquarters has sev- 
eral buildings with all the going and coming that is 
involved in a hundred and more missionary families and 
their maintenance and supply in the jungle. The radio 
tower at Yarinacocha is in constant touch with the radio 
center in Lima. At fixed hours during the day there is 
the communication that makes all the work possible. 

As I stood in the radio tower I heard the crackle of 
the static and then voices came through. Each message 
was recorded and I browsed through the files to see 
what went on. There were the messages concerning fly- 
ing. A pilot down on the strip is starting on a flight 
over the jungle. He files his flight plan. Over the loud 
speaker will come the crisp voice, “Pilot to tower. Tak- 
ing off.” A few minutes later, “Pilot to tower; altitude 
2,000, south on course.” Fifteen minutes later the pilot 
calls in to say that he is flying over some identifiable 
land mark. It may be a promontory, an Indian village, 
a point where a clear stream empties its waters into the 
muddy main stream. But always the tower knows ex- 
actly where the pilot is. If there was radio silence for 
more than 15 minutes there would be an immediate 
alert. The procedure would be, first, to suspect that the 
pilot’s radio had gone out, and then, to alert the station 
to which he was flying. 











Though there have been three accidents involving 
planes, no pilot or passenger has been killed or seri- 
ously injured, even though this is a vast jungle reach, 
1,000 miles square, where there is not a source of gas, 
no landing strips except the rivers for the pontoon 
planes, or the occasional bumpy dirt strips that have 
been cut out of the jungle by hand. This amazing record 


of success is due in no small measure to the devoted 


maintenance crews of planes and radio. 

In addition to this type of radio message, many others 
deal with all phases of life. “To Tanner from Lima 
Buyer—BRAND NAME OF SEWING MACHINE 
FOR WHICH YOU WANT BELT.” “Insley—YOU 
HAVE 388 GALLONS GAS HERE CEPA.” “Flight 
Coordinator from Lima Office—IPC REQUESTS A 
FLIGHT TODAY TO CHECK CAPANAHUA 
STRIP WITHOUT PASSENGERS IF FLIGHT 
COULD NOT BE MADE TODAY EMPTY TO 
CHECK STRIP THEN PASSENGERS WOULD 
‘LIKE TO GO ALONG TOMORROW ANY- 
WAY.” 

In these days when it is easy to visit the mission 
fields, all visitors should realize that they take time 
from the missionaries that could be used for other 
things. I can read between the lines, however, in the 
latter part of this message: “WE CAN TAKE ALL 
THE FOLKS YOU MENTIONED IN YOUR 
JULY 13TH NOTE/TELL BEV HOLCOMB 
YES/WILL HAVE ROOM 3 FULL MAYBE 
AUG 8-16/FULL 17TH TO THE 19TH/DO 
NOT SEND ANYBODY ELSE.” 

There are the constant questions of transporta- 
tion: JACK HENDERSON FROM NIES: TWO

TEACHERS AND THEIR FAMILIES/TOTAL 
OF TWO WIVES AND FIVE CHILDREN/ 
THAT IS MY ESTIMATE FINAL WORD HAS 
TO COME FROM ESTHER. Indian teachers may 
have been coming in for further training, for an Indian 
village is built alongside the American base. 

I didn’t know what the next message meant: ROSE 
KORPANCH LIMA OFFICE FROM BIG CHIEF 
TARIRI: ANY WORD ON THE PAICHI [I 
SENT TO YOU. But I learned later that the Paichi 
is a very delectable Amazon fish and that the chief had 
sent one across the Andes to a woman who missed this 
article of diet. 

I understood the next one, “GEORGE INSLEY 
FROM CARLOS LECLAIR: THE GAS TRUCK 
03735 ARRIVED 30 DRUMS OF GAS GUIA. NO, 
4533. DRIVER SAYS HE LOST THE RECEIPT 
/SHALL I PAY HIM? And the next is asking for 
money—soles is the Peruvian monentary unit— 
PLEASE SEND ME 100 SOLES ON TODAY’S 
PLANE. From one of the outstations, deep in the jun- 
gle, came the following, WE RECEIVED VEGE- 
TABLES/THEY WERE SURE GOOD/THANKS 
A MILLION. Paco Perez radioed Pete Fast at the 
Lima office, HAVE 4OU BEEN ABLE TO COL- 
LECT MY PAY YET? IF NOT WHEN DO 
YOU THINK YOU WILL HAVE IT FOR ME? 
Evidently the translators do some business for the Ind- 
ians for there was a message addressed to Bob Wacker, 
Commissary from Iquitos, Cesar the Greatest: THE 
STORES WERE CLOSED WHEN I GOT YOUR 
MESSAGE ABOUT THE BLOW GUN POISON 
AND THE SHELLS. I WILL GET THE POISON 
ON THE TAM PLANE NEXT WEEK SOME- 
TIME AND WE WILL NOT PURCHASE 
SHELLS. O-K? 


IMMEDIATE ALERT 


The administration of a place like Yarinacocha de- 
mands an organization that can see to every contin- 
gency that might arise. Some translators live in Indian 
huts in the jungle 500 miles away from the base. Every 
day at a fixed time, they go on the air from their local 
transmitter powered by small generators. If there 
should be no answer from their station there would be 
an immediate alert and one of the pilots would fly to in- 
vestigate. Ordinarily there is complete communication 
with every outpost, and the pilot’s regular run, bringing 
mail, medical supplies, vegetables (which can not be 
grown in the Tropic), will come around at least every 
two weeks. After three or six months in an outpost the 
translators and families will return to the base. Chil- 
dren of school age are taught at Yarinacocha. Most of 
the translators are young and their families are grow- 
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ing. Almost 100 American and Canadian children of 
school age were at the base when we were there. The 
new dormitories were being brought to completion. An- 
other hundred of pre-school age are with their parents 
in the jungle. Naturally there is a clinic, with a doctor 
and nurses. 

There are three places where the base-dwellers can 
buy provisions—a fruit shed, the kitchen of the com- 
munity dining room and the commissary. The shop- 
pers go and take what they wish and sign a paper for 
the weights and amounts of things purchased. Indians 
bring tropical fruits to the fruit shed, eggs and bread 
can be purchased from the kitchen, and all the rest of 
the supplies from the commissary. A Christian who 
owns a large supermarket in California buys all supplies 
wholesale; they are shipped to Lima, enter the country 
duty free, and are trucked over the Andes, to be pur- 
chased at approximately the same prices that one 
would pay in Los Angeles. The goods are marked D.F. 
(duty free) which means that they are for the use of 
the Wycliffe personnel only. In other words, they not 
be purchased by members of other missions who might 
come through. This is a legal, moral obligation of the 
translators, though it may account for some of the criti- 
cism that is occasionally leveled against them. 


VISIT TO THE JUNGLE 


It was wonderful to stand in the chapel and preach 
on the Sunday morning following our arrival: What an 
alert, attentive audience! What eagerness to listen to 
the Word! And then, as soon as we had had a bite of 
lunch we were in one of the pontoon planes. With 
Ralph Borthwick, a Canadian pilot, and Wayne Snell, 
linguist among the Machiguenga Indians, we were off 
to the south. Hour after hour we flew up the river, the 
Andes lying to our right. When we reached our destina- 
tion shortly before sunset, we were at a point over the 
Andes from the famed Machu Pichu ruins of the Incas. 
We had flown high for the most part, but then had come 
down to 1,000 feet and could see great flocks of jungle 
birds, sometimes pure white, sometimes brilliant green, 
or red. There were flowering trees in the forest, and lit- 
tle Indian villages along the river. We came to the point 
where the Camisea River flows into the main branch of 
the Amazon. Below us was an Indian village on the 
point where the two rivers meet and another across on 
a sand-bar island that had formed since this was the dry 
season. The island village was temporary and would be 
covered with water as soon as the rainy season began. 

As we circled over the villages, all the people ran 
out. We landed near the island village, and when the 
Indians recognized Wayne Snell they began to dance 
with joy. He got out first and soon the children were 
swarming over him, and one of the men came up to 
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embrace him. These Indians had been savage murders 
five years ago. The parents of most of the children had 
been killed in the inter-tribal wars, but now there was 
peace—peace that had been brought by Wayne Snell 
and the gospel. 

The first man we met was the first convert. He had 
been Wayne’s informant, teaching him the language. In 
Yarinacocha, where he had learned some Spanish, he 
had received a diploma from the Peruvian government 
as a bi-lingual teacher. In a shack made of palm leaves 
and fibers, with the Peruvian flag flying above it he 
taught the children to read Machiguenga. The language 
had been reduced to writing by Wayne Snell and a few 
books of the New Testament were available for reading. 
A’ primer, an elementary arithmetic book, and that 
is all. 


MACHIGUENGA CHURCH 


An Indian cleared his things out of a shelter that had 
no walls. It consisted of four posts with a tight matting 


" floor, three feet off the ground, and a cover of palm 


leaves. We inflated air mattresses and put our blankets 
over them, and hung the mosquito nets from the roof 
tree. We ate what we had brought with us. Children 
shyly brought us Indian corn that had been roasted in 
an open fire. There were pets—tropical birds, a monkey 
and a dog or two. The village was composed of about 
60 people, about 15 of whom were professing Chris- 
tians. 

When we had finished eating, a bell—a metal rod 
being struck by another—called the Christians to- 
gether. The meeting was not held in the school hut; an- 
other hut had been built for church meetings. The dark 
fell upon us with great rapidity and we were in the 
blackness of this hut with one or two rush lights and a 
single kerosene lantern. The teacher conducted the 
meeting. The hymn was something we had never 
heard. He spoke and Wayne whispered to us that he 
was talking about a paragraph in Mark where John 
says that Someone mightier than he was to come. The 
Indian spoke of the fact that we are nothing and that 
He must be everything to us, and that He will give us 
the Holy Spirit to guide our lives. They asked me to 
speak. 

Most of my illustrations would not be fitting because 
they are of civilized life. Instead I told the story of the 
father who taught complete .obedience to his son. One 
day he cried, “John, fall on your stomach and crawl to- 
ward me.” The boy did so and when he had come far 
enough, the father told him to get up and look behind 
him. There was a terrible snake hanging down from 
the tree, in the very spot where the. boy had been. I 
drew the conclusion that we must obey the Heavenly

CHECK UP ON YOUR COMMITMENT

ano Roosevelt at the White House, he asked 
bluntly why the President had made Harry Hopkins his 
confidant, that half-man as Roosevelt jokingly called 
him because of his extreme frailty. 

“Why do you keep him so close to you?” Wilkie 
asked. “People distrust him and resent his influence 
over you.” 

“Some day, Wendell,” President Roosevelt an- 
swered, “You may be sitting here in my place. And 
when you are, you will be looking at that door and 
knowing that practically everybody who comes through 
it wants something from you. You will learn what a 
lonely job it is, and you will discover your need for 
somebody like Harry Hopkins who asks for nothing ex- 
cept a chance to serve you.” 

And this is what the Lord Jesus was referring to 
when He gave the great Commandment: “Love God 
with all your heart and with all your mind and with all 
your life” (Matt. 22:28). Love Him so completely that 
all you want is a chance to serve Him. 

This is not an optional request; it is a totalitarian de- 
mand. It is a call for a Christian commitment which ac- 
knowledges God’s sovereignty in every dimension of 
your experience, enthroning Him as Lord of your heart, 
Lord of your mind, and Lord of your life. 

But how, you may ask, can I make Christ the Lord 
of my heart? Does it mean that I give up my friends, 
neighbors and family? 

No, rather it means that you continue to love them. 
In fact, when you love Jesus Christ with all of your 
heart, your human loves are strengthened and purified. 

Yet Jesus said, “He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me, and he that loveth 
son or daughter more than me is not worthy of me” 
(Matt. 10:37). 

When you make Him the Lord of your heart, your 
love for Him must have unconditional priority. And 
you do this gratefully. It is not done under pressure, 
nor is it motivated by a subtle fear. You do this because 
you love Jesus Christ supremely. 

Why? Because you have been to Calvary. You have 
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seen Him dying for your sins. You have knelt in adora- 
tion and amazement before your Creator as He 
agonized to become your Savior. And now your heart 
belongs to Jesus Christ. 

Perhaps you feel that you cannot express adequately 
the love you have for Jesus. Perhaps you feel like 
William Morris, the famous artist, who was enamored 
of a beautiful girl, Jane Burden. He asked her to sit for 
a portrait, and when she did he spent a long time in 
silence, apparently at work on his canvas. But when he 
turned it around for Jane to see, it bore no picture. In- 
stead it bore these words: “I cannot paint you, but I 
love you.” Thus it may be with you. With Simon Peter 
you cry out: “Thou knowest all things. Thou knowest 
that I love Thee.” 

You may have made Jesus Christ the Lord of your 
heart, but have you made Him the Lord of your mind? 
Your allegiance to Christ is certainly not won by phi- 
losophy and logic, but rather by the vision of Calvary. 
However, you cannot stop with a merely emotional 
commitment. 

You must make Jesus Christ the Lord of your mind 
for two reasons. 

First, if your commitment to Jesus Christ is to be 
complete, it must include your head no less than your 
heart. It is unthinkable that the King of Truth asks you 
to dedicate everything to Him but your brain. : 

Secondly, unless your commitment to Jesus Christ in- 
cludes your mind—if your faith is solely emotional—it 
is liable to crack up under the pressure of criticism and 
tragedy. A purely emotional faith is like a ship without 
ballast, tossed to and fro when the seas are running 
high. It needs the stabilizing weight of intellectual con- 
viction. 

As Plato put it, “An unexamined life is not worth liv- 
ing;” but neither is an unexamined faith worth having. 

Since God is the source of all Truth and conse- 
quently since all Truth comes from Him and leads back 
to Him, to be afraid of Truth is to commit sacrilege. To 
adhere knowingly to error is sheer blasphemy. It is an 
act of idolatry, for it means that you are withholding 
your allegiance from the King of Truth and sinfully 
bowing down at an idol created by the imagination of 
men. 

Facts, no matter how distasteful, must be faced 





fairly, honestly and accurately, with a sense of your 
own pride and prejudice, your own fear and hate and 
your own human fallibility. 

But there is something else, too. You already possess 
God’s Truth in the Holy Scriptures. Hence you are not 
pursuing Truth; you possess it. And for that reason your 
job is to appropriate Truth more and more fully, un- 
derstanding it with increasing clarity, outgrowing what- 
ever minor misconceptions you may once have 
cherished. 

Your job is to study and ponder the truth you have, 
lost in wonder and worship, overwhelmed by the good- 
ness of God and the glory of the Gospel, overwhelmed 
as Tintoretto was when he tried with all his genius to do 
a picture of the ocean only to throw down his brushes 
and cry, “It keeps growing greater. Nobody can paint 
it.” 

That: is your job: to appropriate more and more 
fully the truth you already possess. You come to the 
task as a Christian committed and convinced. You do 
not come with complete neutrality and cool detach- 
ment analyzing Scripture with the attitude of a zoolo- 
gist who indifferent dissects a worm. Not in the least. 
You come as one who has first been to Calvary. 

Since you are persuaded that Jesus is the full and 
final truth, you are willing to do what Paul exhorts, 
“Examine all things: hold fast to that which is good” 
(I Thess. 5:21). 

Yes, the Lordship of Christ means that you must 
love Him with the tops of your mind as well as the bot- 
tom of your heart. It means that you must pray with 
Frances Ridley Havergal: 

Take my intellect and use 
Every power as Thou dost choose. 

But commitment to the truth is not enough. It may 
become simply an academic matter, an impersonal and 
painless subscription to a set of dogmas. But God wants 
more than that from you. 

Listen to Jesus: “If any man will come after me, let 
him deny himself, take up his cross daily and follow 


WHAT IT MEANS 


This is not the mere lifting of a hand at an evan- 
gelistic service, not the painless signing of an orthodox 
confession. This is a daily bearing of whatever cross 
God may appoint. This and nothing less is God’s com- 
mand, the commitment of all you are and all you have 
and all you do to Jesus Christ. 

What did it mean for the Apostle Paul to make Jesus 
the Lord of his life? That is what it meant. See him, for 
example, as he lies one day outside the city of Lystra 
under a heap of cutting stones. He has been left there 
for dead, and dead he nearly is. Watch him as he 
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twitches in anguish. Watch him as he struggles slowly to 
his feet. Watch him as he wipes his eyes, blinded by 
blood and tears. Watch him as he stumbles down the 
road alone like a man half-drunk. This is Saul of Tarsus, 
once the brilliant young star of the Sanhedrin, once the 
protege of Gamaliel. And what is he doing here? He is 
living out his commitment to Jesus Christ. 

Or see Paul as he clings to a broken spar out in the 
Mediterranean Sea. His ship has been wrecked, and a 
day and a night he has been drifting in the waves. His 
teeth are chattering. His hands are numb and blue, 
scarcely able to keep their grip on the splintered wood. 
His body is weary beyond weariness and he is hungry 
beyond hunger. His lips are cracked by the salt spray 
and his throat is parched and burning with thirst. He 
stares death in the face, the strangling death of drown- 
ing. And what is he doing here? He is living out his 
commitment to Jesus Christ. 

Or see Paul as he stands at the window of a Roman 
prison. He is haggard, bent, and prematurely old, worn 


“out by journeyings, hardships and sufferings. He stares 


wistfully through the bars, wondering how soon Timo- 
thy will arrive, Timothy to whom he has written, 
“Bring my cloak. And please hurry. Come before win- 
ter if you can.” Why hurry? The prison is chill and 
damp; the nights are long and Paul’s bones are wracked 
with rheumatic pain. Please hurry, Timothy. He had 
written that because Timothy, though he does not 
know it, is racing against the hour when an ax will fall 
and Paul’s head will roll between the executioner’s feet. 

Ah, Paul, once the shining young star of the San- 
hedrin, once the. protege of Gamaliel, what are you 
doing here in Nero’s jail, marked out to die? Is this how 
your sun will set, Paul? Look into those steadfast eyes. 
He need not answer. Those steadfast eyes answer elo- 
quently for him: “I am living out my commitment to 
Jesus Christ.” 


LIVING, NOT DYING 


Probably you will not have to endure what Paul en- 
dured. Probably you will not have to die for your faith. 
But death is not necessarily the supreme test of a man’s 
commitment. 

Dr. William Stekel, a noted psychiatrist, said: “The 

mark of the immature man is that he wants to die nobly 
for a cause: while the mature man wants to live humbly 
for one.” 
Are you willing to live humbly for Jesus Christ? Are 
you prepared to say as Paul did: “I am committed. My 
life belongs to Jesus Christ and He may do with it pre- 
cisely as He pleases. I follow after, asking nothing ex- 
cept a chance to serve the Savior whom I love.” Are you 
prepared to love God with all your heart and with all 
your mind and with all your life?

February 17 Assembly brings together divergent groups 


Korean Church Reunites after Split 


The 550,000-member Presbyterian 
Church of Korea, which split late in 
September (“Scandal in Korea,” Feb. 
°60, ETERNITY), was reunited in Feb- 
ruary by a special general assembly at 
Seoul. 

Reconstituted by 31 out of 34 pres- 
byteries and 220 out of 285 commis- 
sioners, the assembly healed the breach 
by voting to withdraw from the World 
Council of Churches on the one hand 
and repudiating the International Coun- 
cil of Christian Churches and the 
leadership of Dr. Carl McIntire on the 
other. 

The split had occurred when a dis- 
sident faction denounced the World 
Council of Churches, to which the 
Korean Church had belonged, and the 
recently merged United Presbyterian 
Church of the U.S., which had faith- 
fully supported Korean institutions and 
cooperating missionaries for years. The 
specific charges were Communism in 
the WCC and liberalism in the U.S. 
Presbyterian Church. 

But the inflammatory charges, which 
found immediate favor with the in- 
tensely anti-Communist and strongly 
conservative Korean church, were only 
a cover-up for the highly unethical 
practices of a few of the leading dis- 
sidents. 

As soon as the split came, the Inter- 
national Council of Christian Churches 
sent a special team which crusaded 
throughout South Korea, trying to sub- 
stantiate the charges and widen the 
breach of schism. 

Working for peace and unity were 
well known conservatives such as Dr. 
Nelson Bell, Evangelist Billy Graham 
and others. 

Early this year the tide changed. In 
mid-January officials of the dissident 
faction sent a stern communication to 
Dr. Carl McIntire of the ICCC, in- 
forming him “that our Presbyterian 
Church of Korea would under no cir- 


cumstances be associated with the ICCC. 


nor would we under any circumstances 


accept funds from you or the ICCC.” 
The letter also stated that $500 alleg- 
edly sent to the Presbyterian Church of 
Korea by the ICCC had never been 
received. 

In addition, the officials stated, “His- 
torically our Presbyterian Church in 
Korea has worked hand in hand with 
the three Presbyterian Missions in this 
land, namely the United Presbyterian 
Mission USA, Southern Presbyterian 
Mission US, Australian Presbyterian

For the second consecutive year, ETERNITY 
Magazine was. awarded first prize among 
general magazines by the Evangelical Press 
Association. The award was made at the re- 
cent EPA annual co tion in Mi poli 
The EPA is composed of approximately

resenting more than 30 denominations and

Mission, and it is our sincere hope that 
we may be able to continue to work to- 
gether with these three missions for 
many years to come.” 

The ICCC rallying cry for funds pic- 
tured a Korean orphanage that had 
been reputedly cut off financially. When 
this was investigated, signed receipts 
for the monthly payments for Novem- 
ber, December and January were found, 
and the disinherited orphanage proved 
to be fiction. 

The ICCC charge that church relief 
agences in Korea discriminated against 
the dissenting faction was also denied; 
the National Christian Council of Korea 
said the charges were “completely 
false” and a “distressing misrepresenta- 
tion of the Korean church aid situa- 
tion.” 

Fed up with schism after four months 
of bickering, leaders of both factions 


called for a reunion assembly on Feb- 
ruary 17. According to the reunion 
plan, “During 1960, we call upon the 
church to discontinue all unfruitful 
and needless arguments on _ contro- 
versial subjects, and to emphasize Bible 
study and nation-wide evangelism.” 

The plan, approved by 29 of 34 pres- 
bytery moderators, proposed that the 
church withdraw from the WCC “be- 
cause of the sharp differences of opinion 
about it” and that neither it “nor its 
institutions will have any relationship 
whatsoever” with the ICCC. Approval 
of the reunion plan led to the success- 
ful February 17 assembly. 

Only a splinter group of the dissid- 
ent faction opposed the reunion assem- 
bly. Observers felt that this small group 
would seek to launch a new denomina- 
tion, backed by the ICCC and the 
$100,000 raised in the USA by Dr. 
Carl McIntire. 

The excellent response to the reunion 
asseymbly proved that the Presbyterian 
Church of Korea may surmount its 
most formidable obstacle to date.

Obligation to Obey 


Pope Pius XII once said, “Even 
though to someone, certain declara- 
tions of the Church may not seem 
proved by the arguments brought 
forth, his obligation to obey still re- 
mains.” 

Last December the Roman Catholic 
bishops of America pontificated in a 
document addressed to Senator James 
E. Murray that any federal aid bill 
must include aid to parochial schools. 
Were the American senators obligated 
to obey?’ 

The test came recently when a 
clause providing for federal aid to pa- 
rochial schools by way of construction 
loans came to a vote. Of the dozen 
Catholics in the Senate, eleven voted 
for it, one against. 

Interestingly enough, the lone vote 
opposing the hierarchy was that of 
Senator John Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts. This was quite a shift from his 
position as a member of the House of 
Representatives some years ago when 
he sought fringe benefits for Catholic 
schools. It may have resulted from the 
many searching questions that have 
been recently put to him regarding his 
“religious obligations” in public affairs. 


African Nationalism 


Why have Roman Catholic mission- 
aries in Africa been killed in recent 
nationalist riots and Protestant mis- 
sionaries been. spared? Some African 
sources have explained it this way. 

In the Belgian Congo the Roman 
priests entered the land a century ago 
along with the colonial administrators 
and were at complete oneness with the 
civil administration. In fact, many 
civil administrators took orders from 
the Jesuits and these profited financially 
from the development of the colony. 
Jesuits reportedly control the largest 
bank in the Congo and their invest- 
ment in enterprises runs into hundreds 
of millions of dollars. They are almost 
all Belgians and hence are associated 
in the minds of the Africans with colo- 
nial exploitation. : 

The Protestant missionaries, on the 
other hand, have been largely Ameri- 
cans, Swedes, British and other na- 
tionalities which have had no national 
relationship with the civil administra- 
tion. The Africans have even seen 
the Protestants suffer some difficulties 
from the colonial and priestly adminis- 
tration. ‘ 

Now that the great question of na- 
tionalism is the foremost in the Congo 
the Africans want to be free from the 
Belgians. They have always felt that 
they were in no wise civilly bound to 
the Protestant missionaries. When 
mobs ran amok in certain localities in 


fhe Congo, black Christians stood in 
front of Protestant mission property 
crying, “These are our friends.” The 
mobs passed them by and the property 
was undamaged. On the other hand, 
some Roman Catholic churches and 
stations were pillaged. 

In French Cameroun two priests | 
were beheaded last November 9 in the 7 
town of Bafang. Protestant mission- © 
aries nearby were not attacked. The 
mob of several hundred raiders felled 
trees around the Roman mission and 
destroyed much property, including the 
burning of two automobiles. 

The total population of the Bafang 
area is approximately 30,000 of whom 
about 6,000 are Protestants and 15,000 
are claimed by Rome. At the time of 
the riots the Roman Africans fled to 
the bush so that only a very few peo- 
ple attended the funeral of the priests. 
The Protestant population did not 
have to flee, as they were unmolested 
by the. mobs. Many people say that the 
Africans understand that the Protes- 
tants believe in separation of church 
and state and that their liberties are 
not infringed upon by those who pro- 
claim the simple gospel. (DGB) 


TV Appointment 


Wherever the Roman Church has a 
majority it seeks to dominate every 
phase of the life of a people. In 
Quebec the director of the Cana. 
dian Broadcasting System was Aurele- 
Marie Seguin, who resigned to enter 
the priesthood. 

Now the Sacred Heart League has 
sponsored a new organization called 
the Catholic Radio Listeners and Tele- 
vision Viewers, who have petitioned 
the CBC for the appointment of a Ro- 
man Catholic churchman as “adviser” 
to radio and TV producers of plays 
with a religious connotation. 

Who was recommended for the post, 
to look after the church’s interests at) 
public expense? None other than the 
priest who was the former head of 
CBC.

nar, thou art my king. Thou hast done 
it. I, what am I? Because of this 
(he restored Nannar’s temple) for my 
life and for the life of my son Warad- 
sin, king of Larsam, may Nannar, my 
king, rejoice over me.

As Abraham smote the raiders of 
Sodom, so Kudur-Mabug punished the 
plunderers of Larsam, repaired the 
damage, and, like Abraham’s friend, 
the prince of Salem, he retired to his 
principality, leaving his son on Lar- 
sam’s empty throne. His son Waradsin 
subsequently established a dynasty 
which gave Larsam its Indian summer 
of Sumerian culture. 

Thus, two enlightened princes, Mel- 
chizedek and Kudur-Mabug, appeared 
at either end of Abraham’s journeying.

turns from a false security and specious 
strength centered around worship of 
an idol-system which is a projection of 
the self upon the cosmos, and turns 
shaken and fearful back to the true 
Creator. The metaphysical peace re- 
sults from the reconciliation with the 
actual source of eternal Life and Love, 
and the emotional peace results from 
the joy of discovery that the true Cre- 
ator turned His anger over our idol 
worship on to His beloved Son, our 
Substitute, and that He will receive us 
back not as groveling servants but as 
privileged sons. 

From then on the Christian knows 
he has forgiveness for those actual sins 
of thought and deed. The blood of 
Christ Jesus can never lose its atoning 
power. But we have tended to lose our 
emphasis upon the new metaphysical 
perspective, the new man in Christ, 
the new quality of life, the new con- 
fident and dynamic growth of the 
Christ-centered life. We can not re- 
gain it by witch-hunting for specific 
sins and blasting them with double- 
barrel shotguns. 

Strongly conservative Christianity is 
always in danger of legalistic bond- 
age. It is forever plugging the holes of 
the guilty soul. Untold wrong is done 
when we lash the super-ego into more 
stringent vindictiveness. 

Let us say the parishioner is guilty, 
he knows not why. He tells his pastor 
it is because he watched the late 
movie on TV, and the following Sunday ~ 
morning the minister preaches for 30 
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minutes against the evils of motion 
pictures. Guilt remains. 

Some Christians are always getting 
“saved.” They never seem to tire of 
hearing sulphur-burning sermons on 
the evils of smoking, coffee-drinking 
and watching the late movie. 

Instead of taking the pulse of life 
by testing what is the joy-filled, good 
and perfect will of God in areas of 
dynamic accomplishment for Christ, 
in the home, in social relationships, 
and at the job, we tend rather to set up 
straw men and shatter them with le- 
galistic sledge hammers. God demands 
life that He may impart a new con- 
cept of life, a mew quality of living. 
Pierre Ceserole caught a glimpse of 
truth when he declared: 


“All these somberly moral people 
whose characteristic is renunciation 
completely forget what is essential. 
It is not morality, however indispens- 
able and respectable that is . . . Vir- 
tue is. only a means. The essential is 
life—splendid life. There is no 
greater mistake than to imagine the 
Eternal looking with a pleased smile 
at these pale little virtues. What the 
Eternal loves is  life—beautiful, 
powerful, intense—and everything 
which can strengthen it, make it last 
in the world, strong and active.” 


If the Christian must experience 
guilt, let him sense it through an ob- 
jective, soul-searching of the Word and 
through a receiving of the message 
from the pulpit. We are so pre-occu- 
pied with getting rid of guilt by ob- 
sessive-compulsive soul-washing that 
we can only add to our “righteousness” 
by human judgment and continually 
pointing out the sins in others. Thus 
we lose sight of that quality of positive 
life nourished in love, and we continu- 
ally relegate the Sermon on the Mount 
to a shelf marked “Constitution of the 
Millenium.” 

If the Christian has fallen short and 
there is guilt, let us discover the real 
reason. Guilt is a vine which must be 
traced to its roots. If we have sinned, 
we must receive forgiveness whether we 
feel guilty or not. If we feel guilty we 
must know whether it is personality 
sickness or soul sin, for if the roots re- 
main untouched the sin will nourish 
sickness or the sickness will bear the 
fruits of sin. In any case whatever ob- 
structs the flow of Christ’s abundant 
life through us is contrary to the will 
of God. 

One of the great movements of our 
time is an alacritous return to the cell 
groups or prayer circles saturated with 
the power of God’s Spirit. It would do 
us all a world of good to read the 
works of Dr. Sam Shoemaker in this 
field. Each soul is enabled to come to 
grips with guilt-causing factors as he 
sees them operative in the self-dis- 
closures of those present. One man

shares a problem and another sees the 
same components within his own per- 
sonality. Each discusses, makes sug- 
gestions and shares both solutions and 
courage. By honest and sincere prayer 
we are enabled to face squarely the 
hostilities and guilt which otherwise 
would fester in the suppressed darkness 
of the mind. The victory in one life is 
light and joy to other lives. 

At one such cottage cell meeting an 
active member of the church began to 
speak hesitatingly and shamefully about 
the interference of his mother-in-law in 
his family affairs, but repeatedly pref- 
aced his sentences with high praise 
for her spiritual attributes. Ostensibly 
he was asking for prayer that he might 
be “a better son-in-law,” but the man- 
ner in which others present jumped 
into the discussion with all kinds of 
sympathy, compassion, advice and en- 
couragement was a fair indication that 
they were glad one had the bravery to 
discuss what a few were smoldering 
over. 

In the case of Frank M—the egg 
dealer, only counseling could help. 
Nothing could be done until he saw 
the situation himself and put it into 
his own words. When he saw that the 
minister was not about to call up the 
fires of hell as judgment upon his 
mixed feelings concerning his parents 


“and his work he spoke rather feely and 











intensely. The only satisfactory solu. 
tion is the one that he will arrive at 
himself with God’s clear guidance. 

The role of the minister is to listen 
sympathetically, understand his feel. 
ings, read relevant Scriptures and 
pray with him. He began to fasten at- 
tention on the fact that the Word does 
not merely say that a man shall cleave 
to his wife and they shall be one flesh, 
but first that “A man shall leave his 
mother and his father. .. .” 

To force a point of view upon a 
guilty person will mean that he will be 
only too happy to turn his hostility on 
the counselor when he attempts a 
course of action for which he is not 
ready. Sometimes there is no way out 
of aggravating circumstances and the 
church must help us substitute guilt 
with a frame of mind willing to learn 
the sublime lessons of that singing pas- 
sage of Scripture: Philippians, chapter 
4 


At any rate we all have much to 
learn about guilt, which can be a serv- 
ant instead of a demon. Whatever we 
do to further our understanding of 
man as well as God can aid us in be- 
coming effective instruments of His 
grace. Joy is still the mark of whole- 
ness and holiness in the life of God's 
people.

Have you lost a loved one in death? 
What is your hope? Your hope is that 
Jesus Christ who died for your sins is 
alive. A mother had lost a son in the 
war; his body was never found, and he 
was reported missing in action. How 
wonderful that I could tell her, “That 
boy belongs to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
You can be sure that at the second com- 
ing of Christ the trumpet will locate 
him. When the Lord Jesus Christ says, 
‘Come forth!’ that boy of yours will come 
forth from the grave, and you will be 
reunited forever.” That is the hope of 
every child of God. 

This is a glorious hope, especially 
when we realize that it is no figment of 
our imagination but the clear teaching 
of God’s own Word. We read, “Blessed 
be the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who according to his 
abundant mercy hath begotten us again 
unto a lively hope by the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ from the dead, to an 
inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, 
and that fadeth not away, reserved in 
heaven for you, who are kept by the 
power of God through faith unto salva- 
tion, ready to be revealed in the last 
time” (I Pet. 1:3-5). Nothing can de- 
stroy this hope, nothing can corrupt it, 
nothing can defile it, nothing on earth 
can depreciate it, for this hope is re- 
served in Heaven for us. 

When the truth of this hope grips 
your heart, it will dominate your very 
life. The fear of death will vanish, 
the joy of living will be your portion. 


_In fact, what the world calls death will 


be but the gateway to the full realiza- 
tion of the life which now we know in 
part. 

The open tomb takes the sting from 
the cross, even as it turned tragedy into 
triumph. For us, it transforms earthly 
sorrow into heavenly joy. How many 
of us have experienced the Homegoing 
of loved ones! Of course we sorrow, 
but we do not sorrow as the world does, 
for we look forward to that day when 
our Blessed Lord will return, bringing 
our loved ones with Him. And so Paul 
writes to the Thessalonians, “I would 
not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep, that 
you sorrow not, even as others which 
have no hope. For if we believe that 
Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. . . . For the Lord himself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first: Then we which 
are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord” (I Thess. 
4:13, 14, 16, 17).

These four records all feature the 
same artist and are very similar stylistic- 
ally. The organ is obviously an organ of 
the type used in motion picture theaters 
before the advent of the “talkies.” Per- 
haps it is limited in size and therefore in 
tonal resources, although there isn’t a 
great deal of the color that one expects 
from a theater organ. 

Certainly one should not expect maj- 
esty or grandeur from such an instru- 
ment, for a theater organ is not designed 
to give expression to such emotions. But 
one does expect color in abundance, 
variety of effects, and a certain rather 
gaudy charm. Little or none of these 
qualities are in evidence here. 

Rather a drab pall of same-ness hangs 
over everything. The same stylistic ap- 
proach is used almost throughout. It’s 
a bit theatrical, but not really good 
theatrical, for color and excitement are, 
for the most part, lacking. 

The hymns of Watts and Wesley, 
some of which are among the greatest 
treasures we possess, suffer the same 
treatment as the gospel songs. The vi- 
brato is omnipresent, giving a sentimen- 
tal aspect to everything played. There is 
strength and beauty in some of these 
hymns, but you would never guess it 
from these performances. Even the 
strongest tunes and harmonies sound

feeble and undernourished when played 
like this. 

Coming‘to the album of Wedding 
Music, we discover Irving Berlin’s popu- 
lar song, “Always.” Here Carson is on 
more congenial ground. The heavy dose 
of soothing syrup which he applies to 
almost everything does not seem in- 
congruous here. This song sounds indeed 
like the majority of the hymns he plays, 
but here his interpretation is stylistically 
quite in keeping with the music. 

I am quite sure that my opinions are 
not shared by the majority, for Carson 
has released a very great many record- 
ings, and the record jacket identifies 
him as “perhaps America’s best-known 
organist.” But I feel that these things 
must be said, even if it places me in the 
lonely position of “a voice crying in the 
wilderness.” If you enjoy this type of 
music, I can only say, “God bless you!” 
But there is more to music than this. 
Above all, there is more to Christ- 
centered music than this.

Whitmore’s tenor voice is backed by 
piano and organ accompaniment and 
also a choral ensemble. While his voice 
seems to have little range of expression, 
you may enjoy his thoughtful inter- 
pretations of these songs.

Miss Arzoomanian is accompanied 
by organ and piano, and in some of her 
songs by a choral group. She is the 
possessor of an expressive voice and I, 
for one, would like to hear her in 
something a bit more demanding. She is 
entirely sufficient for the demands of 
the songs she has selected for this 
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album, but unless she stretches herself 
she will not grow artistically. I hope 
her next recording will have more 
scope. In the meantime, this one may 
be recommended for what it is.

An excellent recording of the Augus- 
tana Choir was reviewed some months 
ago in this column. That recording fea- 
tured a widely diversified repertoire and 
was greeted with the highest praise. The 
only criticism from this reviewer was 
that the diction was poor. 

With the advent of this new release 
that criticism does not apply. The dic- 
tion is of high quality, nearly every word 
being easily understandable. 

The hymns are sung quite simply, for 
the most part, with organ accompani- 
ment, much as they would be heard in 
a church with a first-class choir. There 
are some slight variations, such as an 
occasional verse for women in unison, 
men in unison, voices alone unaccom- 
panied, and an occasional modulation 
to another key during the course of the 
hymn. But this very simplicity is an 
asset, for the message of the hymn gets 
through without the lily-gilding so often 
encountered in hymn recordings.

The inimitable Ethel Waters is 
heard in one number, and that alone 
will make this album appeal to many.

In this new department of ETERNITY Magazine, Dr. Barnhouse and the staff 
will answer questions regarding biblical understanding, spiritual truth and the 
Christian life and walk. 


Question: If God is running the universe, and all moves according to an eternal 
plan, why is it that men like Adolph Hitler and other tyrants are allowed to 
torture and murder millions of helpless, innocent people? 

Answer: In the first place, we do not say “if God is running the universe.” He 
is running it! And everything is running exactly in accordance with His divine 
plan. This, of course, does not mean that everything is being done as we think it 
ought to be! For never forget, God says “my thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways.” (Isa. 55:8). 

There is no doubt whatever that God can use a Hitler, Stalin, Mussolini, 
Khrushschev or anyone else He pleases to bring about His purposes. In Old 
Testament times, He used a pagan ruler like Nebuchadnezzar and actually called 
this demon-worshipper “my servant” (Jer. 27:6). Is it not conceivable that God 
may see fit to teach nations a lesson by bringing against them some detestable 
international murderer? Did not multitudes of people, who had long forgotten 
God, turn back to Him in purposeful prayer during the long seige of World War 
II brought about by Hitler? 

Again, keep in mind that His ways are beyond ours. He surely has purpose 
and intent in all He does and allows to happen in His universe, even though from 
our standpoint, things may appear purposeless at times. 


Question: If a man is condemned by God for murder, what about the soldiers 
who kill for their country? 
Answer: Two things must be said here. First, there is a distinction between 
“murder” and “killing”. Murder is the taking of human life without a just cause. 
However, not all taking of human life is necessarily murder. For instance, the 
legal execution of a criminal after a fair trial and conviction is not murder, even 
though some feel that it is. The State has a right to mete out this punishment. 
Secondly, however, when a soldier is called upon to kill an enemy soldier, or 
drop a bomb on a city, with the possibility of killing hundreds of people, is this 
murder? Some say it is. However, it must be understood that the soldier who 
pulls the trigger on the gun, or pushes the button releasing the bomb, is acting 
under orders from his government. If, on his own, he were to go about promis- 
cuously shooting people, he could be tried for murder. But, acting as a soldier in 
his government’s army, he is obeying the orders of the State. The State—not the 
soldier—bears the responsibility. If it is unjust “murder,” the State and its of- 
ficials must bear the blame. 


Question: What should be the Christian’s view of child evangelism? 


Answer: To us, as Christians, has been committed the task of telling others the 
good news of salvation in Jesus Christ. No limits have been placed on our out- 
reach as to nationality, culture, color, financial status—or age. The child needs to 
know Jesus Christ just as much as the adolescent or the adult. 

Children can be sinners too, you know! As soon as a child knows the differ- 
ence between right and wrong, he is morally accountable for his sins, and needs 
a Savior. 

The principal danger in many methods of child evangelism is group response. 
A worker who may have little knowledge of child psychology may not realize 
that most children respond in a group. Thus, when an invitation may be given 
for “all who want to be saved,” one or two children will raise their hands. Almost 
immediately the rest of the group will raise their hands, so as not to be “left out.” 
Such group response certainly does not mean that all of the children present 
have actually received Christ as Savior. 

Certainly, if child evangelism is conducted on an intelligent, understanding 
level, it can be a most important means of Christian witness.

THE LEARNED MEN. Gustavus S. 
Paine. Crowell. 212 pp. $4.75.

The making of the King James Bible 
of 1611 has been told and retold many 
times. This book by a free-lance writer 
and editor with a flair for biography 
differs from previous accounts by em- 
phasizing personal details in the lives 
of the approximately 50 men who pre- 
pared this classic revision of the 
Bishops’ Bible of 1568. Though the 
lives of a few of these translators 
are well-known through the standard 
books of reference on the history of 
the transmission of the English Bible, 
most of the men have been little more 
than shadowy figures. Thanks to the 
author’s research in the great libraries 
of London and of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Universities a considerable 
amount of information has _ been 
brought to light. 

Paine relates details not only of the 
actual work of preparing the transla- 
tion (from 1603 through 1610), but 
also a good deal of out-of-the-ordinary

George Abbot, who later as Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury decreed that any 
printer who should omit to include the 
Apocrypha in an edition of the Bible 
should be imprisoned for one year, ac- 
cidentally killed a game keeper while 
deer-hunting.

One of the younger members of the 
learned translators, Richard Thomson, 
born in Holland of English parents, 
was called a “grand propagator of 
Arminianism” and “a _ debauched 
drunken English Dutchman who sel- 
dom went to bed one night sober.” 

William Bedwell, the father of 
Arabic studies in England, was not 
only an Oriental scholar, but a math- 
ematician and astronomer as well. 

From this sampling it will be seen 
that Paine has assembled a wide vari- 
ety of interesting information about 
the revisers who produced the King 
James Bible. At first both clergy and 
laity found fault with the product of 
“the learned men.” The Pilgrims who 
came to this country in 1620 brought 
with them the Geneva version of 1570, 
for they regarded the revision of 1611 
as “too modern.” Gradually, however, 
its intrinsic worth came to be appreci- 
ated, and it was eventually called 
(though without warrant) “the Av- 
thorized Version.” Paine’s book can be 
recommended as a popular account of 
those who helped to create a literary 
masterpiece—the King James version 
of the Bible.

In the key chapter entitled “Reason 


in Religion,” Dr. Lin chides the West- 
ern mind with attempting to reach God 
by Cartesian logic and failing to con- 
ceive adequately “the primacy of in- 
tuitive understanding.” He appeals to 
“man’s total consciousness” and the 
residual area of our knowledge—that 
which always “remains behind and 
eludes our philosophical analysis.” 
Christianity, he says, is not a doctrine 
nor a set of dogmas or scientific facts, 
but a life and a spirit. 

He has found a church, after much 
seeking, the Madison Ave. Presby- 
terian, New York, where it is “possible 
for a modern educated man to go and 
worship and come out. . . feeling a 
better man for it, instead of a doomed 
sinner escaping damnation by some- 
one else’s effort.” It appears that Dr. 
Lin Yutang has finally discovered 
Kantian liberalism 30 years late! What 
a pity, when it is already going out of 
style. 


THE AMAZING RESULTS OF POSI- 
TIVE THINKING. Norman Vincent 
Peale. Prentice-Hall. 280 pp. 
$3.50.

Like all of Dr. Peale’s previous 
works (The Power of Positive Think- 
ing, A Guide to Confident Living, 
Stay Alive All Your Life, etc.) this new 
volume is a provocative guide in many 
areas of Christian experience. 

Peale uses all the accepted tools of 
pastoral psychology and psychiatry as 
they affect basic human drives and 
conflicts (failure, anxiety, fear, love, 
security, health, marriage tensions, 
etc.) with a basic Christian orienta- 
tion. Unfortunately the orientation is 
more theistic than Christian and the 
gospel when mentioned is almost sub- 
liminally presented. Christians can 
however profit from its many sound 
principles of mental health. 

Its major shortcoming is that Peale 
assumes that his readers believe the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 

In effect he assemes what is to’ be 
proved. The Scriptures tell us that the 
unregenerate man cannot comprehend 
the things of the spirit. They are fool- 
ishness to him because they are spir- 
itually discerned. Hence a person can 
“think positively” as much as he wants 
and even fill his mind with good 
thoughts continuously by repeating 
various Scripture verses. But if his soul 
has not experienced the new birth and 
his nature changed by faith in Christ, 
it will all be to no avail.

= Peale omits any discussion of this 
basic truth of divine revelation. Be- 
yond this he conspicuously omits any 
systematic presentation of the need for 
personal redemption from sin (a 
greatly neglected word in his vocabu- 
lary). There is not one paragraph por- 
traying man as a hopelessly lost soul, 
corrupted by sin and in need of salva- 
tion. In Peale’s theology, at least by 
default, Christ becomes one of many 
equally good ways. 

Finally Peale appears too often to 
substitute mental health and adjusted 
state of mind for our living personal 
relationship to Christ. What Peale ap- 
parently does not realize is that there 
are people God wants to be anxious, 
guilty, insecure, afraid and isolated be- 
cause only in this way will they ac- 
knowledge that their rejection of 
Christ is the cause of their great frus- 


| tration and despair. Such God-instilled 


“anxieties” have turned countless souls 
to the Lord Jesus Christ as the only 
real Savior from all of life’s sin and 
frustration. The only really adjusted 
person, spiritually, is one who has 
had the cosmic catharsis of Calvary’s 
cross. All other adjustments, if and 
when they are necessary, are only 
transient. 


THE EVIDENCE OF GOD IN AN EX- 
PANDING UNIVERSE. Edited by 
John Clover Monsma. Putnam’s. 
250 pp. $3.75.

Forty American physical and _ bio- 
logical scientists express their belief 
in God in this volume. Their expres- 
sions range from the recognition of a 
“First Cause” to the recording of an 
experimental, personal relationship 
with God through Jesus Christ. 

These are among the primary con- 
scious reasons given for the belief in 
God. The creation needs a Creator, 
laws require a Law-giver, design de- 
mands a Designer, chance cannot ex- 
plain what we observe. Recent studies 
indicate matter can no longer be con- 
sidered eternal, the energy of the uni- 
verse is becoming less available, high 
orderliness is yielding to chaos. Pur- 
pose is evident in all life and its 
earthly environment. The complexity 
of even the simplest forms of life re- 
quires a superhuman Intelligence. The 
great gap between man and all other 
forms of life reveals in man the im- 
age of God. The demonstrations which 
God has made of Himself in the Scrip- 
tures and finally in Jesus Christ, agree 
with all that man can see in his stud- 
ies of nature. Finally, man can ex- 
perimentally know the “newness” of 
a personal relationship with Him. 
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Some readers will be troubled by 
the tendency on the part of biologists 
toward a theistic evolutionary ap- 
proach to creation. This is a tendency 
that is very real and on _ which 
Christian biologists are becoming in- 
creasingly vocal. It is clear that the stu- 
dents of the sciences and the students 
of the Scriptures have much ground 
to cover before 4 concordance can be 
realized between their views of the 
Works of God and His Word. 

Few readers will put this book down 
without gaining at least a little in- 
sight and an increased perspective. 


THE CHRIST OF THE GOSPELS. William 
F. Beck. Concordia. 224 pp. $3.00.

The Christ of the Gospels, a new 
translation from the Greek by William 
F. Beck, professor of Greek at Con- 
cordia Theological Seminary, is a 
lively, unstrained transJation of the 
Four Gospels. The translator is unique 
in his presentation, because not only 
does he present to us a rendition 
of the Four Gospels in the vernacular 
of our day, but at the same time 


presents a harmony of the gospel by 
the four evangelists. 

The language is simple so a child 
can understand. Obsolete terms are 
missing. Téchnical phrases do not ap- 
pear. The spirit of the original is not 
violated. 

In terse, clear sentences the Gospel 
narratives flow, unimpeded in their 
life-giving stream. The literary style 
transports the reader back to the days 
of our Lord, making the events in 
the life of our Savior a current real- 


ity.

Books on prayers are numerous; 
good books on prayer are rare. Here 
are two of the latter, which comple- 
ment one another rather well. The 
first is essentially biblical, the second 
basically philosophical. 

Reginald E. O. White, one of Wales’ 
foremost preachers, offers us keen in- 
sight into the experiences and _ tech- 
niques of prayer in the lives of 16 of 
the men of the Bible, concluding with 
two helpful chapters on the prayers of 
Jesus. The author calls these “The 
A B C’s of Prayer,” and develops 
them alphabetically, as “The Argu- 
ment of Prayer,” “The Benefits of 
Prayer,” “The Condition of Prayer.” 

This alliterative treatment often in- 
dicates artificial and even superficial 
handling, but such is not the case 
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here. His character analyses are pene- 
trating and are presented with much 
illuminating background material. The 
lessons on prayer derived from each 
character study are both practical and 
challenging. ; 

The second book, by an American 
Methodist minister, attacks the prob- 
lems of prayer. The apparent con- 
flicts of intercessory prayer with the 
claims of science, the free will of man, 
and the unchangeable nature of God 
are examined and answered in the first 
part of the book; part two devotes 
itself to the practice of prayer and 
its demands upon the heart and soul. 
The author is evidently strongly at- 
tracted to the writings of mystics and 
these have colored some of his con- 
clusions unwarrantably. Nevertheless, 
he comes to grips with real issues 
and those troubled by the difficulties 
of reconciling prayer with the sov- 
ereignty of God will find real help 
here. The concept of prayer as a major 
means of fulfilling the obligations of 
Christian love will help greatly to 
broaden the prayer life of tidny. 

Summing up: Good encouragement 
to calloused knees!

How Luther Studied the Bible 


LUTHER THE EXPOSITOR. Jaroslav 
Pelikan. Concordia. 260 pp. $4.00.

Concordia and Muhlenberg are join- 
ing in the great venture of printing all 
of Luther in 55 volumes. The whole 
is to be produced within a 15-year 
period. I advise you to get your name 
on the list to receive all the volumes, 
even if you think you might be in 
Heaven before the last volume comes 
from the press. This is the most com- 
plete edition of Luther’s works in Eng- 
lish and has a place of importance in 
any preacher’s library. 

Since the first volumes of the edition 
contain Luther’s exegetical works, the 
editors have deemed it wise to issue 
a companion volume, identical in for- 
mat, on Luther as an expositor, to 
show the principles that governed him 
as an expositor. The author of this 
companion volume is Jaroslav Peli- 
kan, associate professor of historical 
theology of the University of Chicago 
federated theological faculty and a 
member of the Missouri Synod Lu- 
theran Church. 

The volume is in two parts. The first 
on “The Principles of Luther’s Exe- 
gesis” consists of chapters on Luther 
as a biblical theologian, and on vari- 
ous concepts of Scripture and the 
Church. The second part is a case 
study of Luther’s practice in exeget- 
ing. The author has chosen seven of 
Luther’s studies, all of them on the 
subject of the Lord’s Supper. 

Pelikan is a real scholar and a his- 
torian to boot. For many years I have 
wished that a scholar could arise who 
would do for the dogmatics of the 
pre-Reformation ages what Heinrich 
Heppe has done for Reformed Dog- 
matics. 

Perhaps Professor Pelikan will allow 
me to deposit this larva of suggestion 
into his mind and let it hatch into one 
or two large volumes that would set his 
name forever in the roster of great his- 
torians of theology. Such a work, if 
made as usable as Heppe’s volume, 
would be of inestimable value to the 
exegete. 

Although I want to write a review 
of several pages about this volume, I 
am bound by space limitations. In- 
stead, let me give you a paragraph 
that tells how ancient doctrines were 
formulated.

“If the history of the Christological 
and Trinitarian dogmas is to be faith- 
ful to its materials, therefore, it must 
develop a far greater sensitivity to the 
exegetical problems being debated by 
the church fathers. Yet it is not true 
that the fathers who formulated the 
ancient dogma faced one another, Bi- 
bles in hand, and forgot everything 
in the world but the Word. For the 
history of dogma is not only—as the 
historians of dogma like Harnack have 
often neglected to show—the history 
of the interpretation of the Scriptures. 
It is also—as the orthodox theologians 
of past and present have often neg- 
lected to realize—the history of how 
theology has sometimes avoided or 
even abused the interpretation of the 
Scriptures in the defense of a personal 
theological whim or of an ecclesias- 
tical party line. A study of the history 
of theology reveals that the exegesis 
of the Scriptures has profoundly in- 
fluenced Christian thought, but it also 
shows that many theologians have 
been unable to hear the testimony of 
the Scriptures because their personal 
or denominational prejudices have 
foreclosed the possibility of any exe- 
gesis that would change their minds 
about anything. 

“Later chapters . . . will also raise 
the question whether the polemical 
context of Luther’s exegesis—or of 
anyone else’s exegesis—may not have 
forced him to an extreme position or 
at least to an extreme formulation of 
his position, which he might have 
modified in the more sober moments 
of exegetical reflection. In short, po- 
lemics has helped theologians to see 
deeper meanings in a text; but it has 
sometimes helped them to see mean- 
ings that were not in the text or to 
overlook meanings that were.” 

If any preacher who wants to be a 
true expositor of the Bible doesn’t get 
four dollars worth of value out of 
those two paragraphs, he is not in- 
telligent enough to deserve the rest 
of this book. But believe me, for the 
man who wants with all the depths 
of his spiritual being to be a true 
reflector of Christ as He is found in 
the exegesis of the Scriptures, this 
book deserves to be read in depth.

Authority 


“God’s final authority for men today—a 
Book or a Church? Here is an emotional 
question for which many have a quick 
answer. ‘The Church,’ say some. “The Book,’ 
say others. ‘Neither,’ is the unbelieving an- 
swer of still others. What about it?. How 
hopeless we would be without an authori- 
tative voice. But where is authority? 

“Did not the Church give us the Bible? 
Has not the Church been the custodian, the 
guardian of the Bible? So the Church must 
take precedence over the Bible, argue her 
advocates. No, the Church did not give us 
the Bible. But were the writers not members 
of the Church? The writers of the New 
Testament, yes. But remember that God’s 
use of them was as individuals. He did not 
give the Word through the corporate Church 
or through a Church council. The stress is 
on God as the Giver; not the Church. 

“But did not the Church designate the 
books to be included, and excluded? Yes, 
in the special providence of God. Well, does 
that not mean that the Church is superior 
to that which it has designated? A simple 
illustration from Martin Luther will answer 
that question. To say that the fixing of the 
canon of the sacred Scriptures is to make 
the Church which so designated them su- 
perior to them would be as foolish as main- 
taining that John the Baptist, who pointed 
out Christ to the multitudes, was superior 
to the One he introduced. Wisdom from 
God to designate the books in the canon of 
Scripture should never be equated with 
superiority to these writings. 

“We shall do well to rest upon the Word 
which is forever settled in heaven. The 
Church has true authority only insofar as 
her principles and practice are in conform- 
ity to the Word of God. Then she is fair as 
the moon, clear as the sun, and terrible as 
an army with banners.”

For the word “condemned” there 
were various ideas: condemned in jail, 
“I am caught.” One man came back to 
the tribe after an accident, having lost 
his hands, and the phrase was “I am 
damaged.” A prosperous man who lost 
his property, “I am ruined.” A man 
who knows he has a fatal disease, “My 
heart it isn’t.” 

And so it goes, word by word, idea 
by idea. Out in the jungle the mission- 
ary is living in a straw hut. He pa- 
tiently listens and writes, listens and 
writes. He finds an informant and 
takes him back to the base. The man 
learns a little Spanish from the local 
people, and teaches the missionary a 
few more words. The committee meets 
and goes over a paragraph. The para- 
graph is taken by the translator back 
to the tribe and hammered out some 
more. Line upon line, line upon line. 
Word, sentence, idea. And the whole 
purpose is’ to give these people the 
Word of God in their language. This is 
the object of the work.

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Simile of an Onion 
By KARL A. OLSSON 


I heard a sermon on angels the other day. The man who preached it 
wanted to be quite sure that everybody understood that he did not be- 
lieve in the “three story” universe: a heaven in which God sat on a gold 
chair surrounded by an angelic host; a flat earth; and a basement furnace 
room. He did not believe in angels with bodies and wings. He did not say, 
but I suppose he also meant, that he did not believe in angels with voices. 
He claimed to believe in angels but what he conjured up was something 
unwinging and unsinging—a fuzzy emanation. And he gave us the old 
argument that since God is a Spirit he should not be thought as being 
above us. He is everywhere. The image which suggested itself was that 
of a ubiquitous and benevolent gas. 

For many years now sober-minded people have been at work trying to 
make the message of the Bible more rational. They feel that the Bible has 
a great truth to communicate but that the world view of the Bible and the 
language in which it is expressed stand in the way of its acceptance by the 
scientifically trained. “How,” say these people, “can you make a skeptic 
believe in a God with a long white beard? Who sits on a chair above the 
clouds? Who makes man out of mud? Who eats a roast with Abraham? 
How can you make a perceptive modern person believe that disease is 
caused by demons, that bread and fish can be multiplied, that a man can 
walk on water? What we have to do, say these well-intentiored people, 
is to peel away this crude outer layer and get at the truth hidden within. 
We have to develop a Christian faith which is palatable for modern man.” 

But the peeling of biblical truth is not like removing the rind of an 
orange; it is like going to work on an onion. What is the essential onion? 
We may say that the essential orange is what is found under the peeling. 
But the essence of an onion is peeling, layer upon layer of it. The essence 
of the Bible is “crude anthropomorphism.” There is not a single biblical 
truth which does not personify God. While it is true that we are made in 
his image and not he in ours, the very idea of imaging forth suggests that 
the God of the Bible is not “wholly other” but radically personal. We 
may be able to eliminate the white beard but not much more. Whatever 
his omnipresence means, it is more like a visitation than the constancy of 
a meteorological factor. And if God’s fatherhood has any significance 
it must lie not so much in his capacity to cause as in his desire to create 
and in his terrifying love of the created. 

The biblical world is very much like medieval painting. There was a 
time in my schooling when medieval painters were spoken of with con- 
descension because they had not “solved” the problem of perspective. 
They put human figures in the distance which were as high as moun- 
tains. They had no way of showing the convergence of parallel lines in 
recession. In other words, they painted like children. Then came the 
Renaissance and people like da Vinci and Rembrandt made things look 
the way they “really” are. 

I need hardly say that this judgment of medieval art is now outmoded. 
We no longer smile loftily when we see a medieval painting in which a 
room doesn’t look like a room. In a strange way we let the world of 
medieval art captivate us and determine its own criteria. 

The effort to give us a Christianity without the incarnation, without 
miracles, without the Resurrection and Ascension, without angels and 
demons is undoubtedly the work of sincere, gifted, and humble men. 
They want to give us a scriptural theorem which will be unembarrassed 
by modern science. I predict their failure. What we shall get will not be 
Christianity at all, but a de-horned and de-winged homunculus which 
will leave us where we are, unterrified and uncotisoled. (Reprinted by
